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—A curious circumstance in con- 


nection with the recent granting of a 
ppstoffice to White City in Brevard 
County, Fla., was the refusal of the 
Government officials in Washington to 
call it "The White City"—the name 
given to the settlement by the colonists 
themuilvnii nnw mimhorincr about 700. 
Such a thing had never been asked 
before, so the records showed, and 
Postmaster-General Bissell, who was 
personally appealed to in this case, de- 
clined to establish a precedent by 
{ranting an official use of the definite 
article in the names of postoffices 
This name—The White City—had 
been selected for two reasons. First, 
in commemoration of the World's 
Fair, where Mr. Louis Plo, the pro- 
moter did his best work in raising his 
colony; and, second, because the 
population of the town is composed 
wholly of white people. The company 
will not sell any land to negroes, nor 
are white purchasers permitted to do 
10 hereafter, and no negroes arc em- 
ployed in or about the city. All labor 
of every description is done by the 
colonists themselves, and it is their 
boast that they will build up a great 
city without the employment or the 
aid of negroes At the start hundreds 
of negroes discharged by the railroad 
contractors alter the completion of the 
East Coast Line applied for work, but 
they were told that they were not 
wanted. Now the blacks steer clear 
of the place, aud the colonists are 
very much gratified at this. The ex- 
periment of establishing a strictly 
white community in one of the States 
of the South will be watched with deep 
interest all over the country.

Paper Tiret, Tor Bicycles.

shop of the parlies who are working out 
the idea of making lires from paper for 
bicycles. A pressure equal to 120 pounds 
was brought to bear upon a rubber tire 
wheel in tho presence of the wiiter, and 
the tire sunk in at the bottom. Then 
the same kind of a wheel was treated in 
the same way as regards pressure, but 
the tire was made of paper. The same 
weight did not causo the tire to sink in 
so much as in tho case of the rubber one. 
Thus the paper tire can be run over cob- 
blestones, sandy roads, mud, etc., and be 
less affected. The continual squeezing 
together and inflating of the rubber tire 
lias u tondoncy to wear the rubber and 
cause a fracture. The paper tire, being 
less liable to flatten or sink in, is not sub- 
ject to this wear.—Boston Commercial 
Bulletin.

i;aey to Tamo—The King Snake In a King 
Indeed—Tbo Biggest Haltlcr. 


After a man has spent 28 years of his 


life catching snakes he knows what he 
is talking about. Si Foman is 43 years 
old. He went into the business of catch- 
ing snakes when he was 10. He shows 
evidence of what the insurance men 
would call "an extra hazardous voca- 
tion" in the shape of 75 or moro scars, 
tho result of wounds inflicted by tho 
fangs of reptiles. These scars are all 
over his body—on his legs, one on his 
jaw, 
under the eye, where a rattler clip- 


ped him and hung one day, while tho 
back of his hands look liko crows' nosts 
of scars. He is a colored man and has 
the appearance of having Indian blood 
in his veins. 


"All snakes," said Si, "like music, 


and this banjo is tho thing I use to catch 
them with. Suppose I'm in tho woods 
and see a rattlesnake crawl down n go-

pher hole. 7 go to tho mouth of tho holo 
L0 ' ° ^ ^ 


and play, and pretty soon here comes 
the old fellow crawling forth. As soon, 
as ho gets outside I pick him up and 
jut him in tie bag. If he's in the open, 
:oilcd under a palmotto loaf, I'm moro 
Cautious. About 30 feet off I sit down 
ind play, and the snako quickly uncoils 
limself and rolls around over the ground 
as if ho enjoyed it. Ho rattles all the 
Ime, but not as loud as he docs when 


warning to give him moro room. I grad- 
ually approach, playing softer and soft- 
er, and finally I pick him up about tho 
middle and slip him iu the bag and go 
.ooking for another. 


'A rattlesnake is the most poisonous 


of all the snakes in Florida. His bite 
.s sure death unless you havo an anti- 
dote very handy. I've got an antidote, 
ihough, and a bite never troubles mo 
now in the least. It is so efficacious that 
the wound hardly swells. I went down 
and spent nearly two years among the 
Sominoles in the Everglades to get it, 
and then it was good luck. I was out iu 
the woods onp clay with Knothole. The 
old fellow got bitten by a rattlesnake, 
and ho started at once for his antidote. 
I followed him, for I knew what ho was 
looking for. He tried to conceal tho plant 
by crushing it down with his foot, but 
I "picked it up and told him that was 
tho thing to euro snake bites. Ho ro- 
marked that I was too much of an In- 
dian and must stay always in tho Ift- 
diau camp. Tho plant not only cures 
snake bite, but tho stings of all kinds of 
insects, audit is also said to euro rabies. 


"Well, to get back to snakes. 
There 


are two kinds of rattlers in Florida, 
Ono is the swamp rattler and the other 
the highlanclor. Tho swamp snake has 
a larger head and a thicker body and is 
altogether a heavier snake than his high- 
laud brother. His coat, too, is darker 
and his diamonds brighter. He is more 
vicious and gives mighty little time for 
you to move when ho sounds tho alarm. 


' 'Rattlesnakes are very easy to tame. 


Let me handle them for about four days, 
and they know me and make no effort 
whatever to bite. I don't tako tho fangs 
out, for what's the use? In two weeks 
they grow out again big enough to kill 
you, 
and in six weeks aro as big as they 


ever wore. I have heard people say that 
a rattlesnake gets his poison from a 
plant,but it's all nonsense. It's in them, 
for I find those a year in captivity are 
just as deadly aj when fresh, from tho 
woods.

[imalaya mountains, at an altitude of 
,500 feet, 610 inches of rainfall have 
jeen registered in a single year, of 
•hich amount 147 inches (12 feet 8 
nohes) fell in the month of June. At a 
meteorological station in latitude 18 


egrees, near the western boundary of 
Undustan, tho average rainfall for the 
5 years ending with 1898 was 254 
nohes. In tho northwestern part of Eng- 
and, at an altitude of 1,800 feet, the 
verage annual rainfall is 146 inches, 
11 inches in excess of the moan for St. 
jouis, -which is but 87 inches and a 
raotion.

ider the fact that all the moisture the 
atmosphere is capable of holding ab any 
no time would cover the entire surface 
t the globe to a depth of less than four 
nchos should it all be instantly precipi-

The flowering 
raspberry grows in the greatest abun- 
dance wild in hollow and moderately 
damp places in woods. Snowberry and 
red Indian currant bushes do nicely in 
Bhady places; so do common privets. 
Most all kinds of trailing honeysuckles 
thrive in the shade so far as growing 
well is concerned; so do trailing roses 
like Wichuraiana,mtwiaaiul*TOt,i«rj5*uw 
in the shade. In dry, some'what shady 
ravines barberry bushes, sweet fern and 
wax myrtle are at home, and in the bet- 
ter ground mahonia shrub „ yellow root 
and evergreen euonymus should thrive. 
Then there are mountain ,laurel, wild 
rhododendrons, blueberry and upland 
huckleberry bushes, maple leaved vibur- 
num and lots of others.
